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What Tracks Mean to Railroads 


Reprinted from the “Daily Commercial News” (SF) 


NE of the most fascinating things about riding on a fast passenger 
train, is sitting in the observation car and looking out at the miles 
of track reeling off astern at 60, 70, or 80 miles an hour. Ties and 
roadbed shrink with appalling speed into a shimmering ribbon; signals 
and sidings swish past breathtakingly and disappear in the distance. 
Most of us have thrilled to these train rides, but very few have 
stopped to consider the effort that goes into the building and main- 
taining of thousands of miles of tracks. Actually the tracks are the 
most amazing part of railroading; tens of thousands of miles of steel 
connecting every city and town of any size in the United States are hard 
to visualize. But if you wish to try, begin with a strip of land 150 feet 
wide and a mile long. Grade to desired height and level, providing for 
ditches, culverts and bridges. Then apply 3,250 chemically-treated ties, 
6,500 metal tie plates, 271 steel rails, 2,700 rail anchors, 13,000 spikes, 
1,084 bolts and many tons of heavy ballast. Add signals and switches 
as necessary. Now multiply this picture 200,000 times and you will 
get some idea of what railroad tracks mean in the United States. 
Before a railroad can turn a wheel, it must first buy a right-of-way 
and build itself a track. And this is not all. The railroads not only 
own and maintain every mile of track, but pay high taxes thereon. No 
other form of transportation is similarly burdened. That is something 
that must be considered in laying down public policy on transportation 
if the country expecis to continue to have the best railroads in the world. 


Something To Talk About 


F INTEREST to all SP employes, regardless of the territory they 

work in, is the announcement on the opposite page of plans to 
place a pair of diesel-powered streamliners, the Shasta Daylights, on a 
daytime run between San Francisco and Portland, This is only one 
step in a big program of freight and passenger service improvements 
that will keep our Company to the fore in the post-war transportation 
picture. Some services already have been resumed, such as overnight 
merchandise in Southern Oregon (see page 4), and parlor, lounge and 
tavern car accommodations on trains that had to discontinue them dur- 
ing the war. Many more will come.

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Plans Announced for Diesel-powered Streamliners 


On Daytime Run Between San Francisco and Portland 


ARR of de luxe diesel-powered streamliners, 
to be called Shasta Daylights, will be placed in 
daily service on a daytime run between San Fran- 
cisco and Portland, President A. T. Mercier an- 
nounced last month. 


Plans were also revealed for progressive stream- 
lining of the Cascades, premier sleeping car trains 
on the same route. 


It is the aim to have the new super coach trains 
in service by the end of the year, and it is hoped 
the new Cascade equipment can begin arriving early 
in 1947. In the meantime, it is the intention to im- 
prove the present running time of the Cascades 
when heavy traffic subsides sufficiently to permit 
faster schedules. 


The Shasta Daylights will leave San Francisco 
and Portland in the morning and reach their des- 
tinations in the late evening, operating via the fast 
Cascade line of the Shasta Route. In announcing 
these coach streamliners, President Mercier said: 


“We have given our ideas to the designers of the 
car building companies and they are now working 
out the technical details and specifications. As soon 
as this information is available and bids can be 
made, the orders will be placed.” 


The Shasta Daylights will be postwar editions of 
Southern Pacifie’s famous Daylights on the ‘coast 
and valley runs between San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, which have become widely known as 
“everybody's streamliners” because of their low- 


cost luxury trips. Each of the new trains will have 
14 cars in addition to the diesel-electric power units 
and, besides the coaches, will include bageage car, 
diner, kitchen car, coffee shop, tavern car and 
observation-parlor car. The diner-kitchen-coffee 
shop will form a three-car unit, with the kitchen in 
ihe center, 


Exterior color scheme of the new coach stream- 
liners will be the red, orange and black of the San 
Francisco-Los Angeles Daylights. Interior colors 
will reflect the landscape along the route to be 
traveled. 

While details of the train design, interior equip- 
ment and furnishings are not ready for announce- 
ment at this time, it was disclosed that new-type 
windows are being planned to give passengers a 
wide-angle view, vertically as well as horizontally. 
lt was also pointed out that when the new trains 
start operating, Southern Pacific Daylight stream- 
liner service will be available for almost the entire 
length of the Pacific Coast. 


In connection with plans for progressive stream- 
lining of the Cascades, it was stated that as soon as 
designs can be completed, orders will be placed for 
three-car diner-lounge units, similar to the luxuri- 
ous and unique triple units now in the San Fran- 
cisco-Los Angeles Larks. Streamlined sleeping cars 
will also be added when such equipment canbe 
delivered by manufacturers. 

“We believe the streamlined Cascades and Shasta 
Daylights will not only be popular with the people

of the Pacific Northwest but also with travelers 
from all over the world,” Mercier said. “The day- 
time streamliners will enable tourists to see some 
of the most magnificent scenery to be found any- 
where, and at very low fares. 


“Southern Pacific started an extensive improve- 
ment program long before the war, which was car- 
tied steadily forward even during the depression 
years,” he continued. “The war stopped all con- 
struction of passenger equipment. We are now 
stepping ahead again with plans for streamlining 
the Cascades and putting the Shasta Daylights into 
service. There will be other improvements over our 
system, which we expect to be able to announce 
from time to time in the near future.” 


In the ten year period 1936 through 1945, capital expendi- 
tures by Class ¥ railroads aggregated a little more than 
$4,300,000,000, of which nearly one half was spent in the 
four war years, 1942 through 1945.

OVERNIGHT MERCHANDISE SERVICE 
IN OREGON HAS BEEN RESUMED 


ANOTHER step in SP’s plan of providing improved ser- 
vices as rapidly as conditions will permit was taken 
Feb. 4, when it was announced that fast overnight mer- 
chandise rail service for less than carload shipments had 
heen restored between Portland, southern Oregon and Coos 
Bay area points. This overnight service was temporarily 
discontinued Jate in 1942, so equipment and crews could be 
used to expedite the war effort. 


Greatly expedited freight service for local shippers will 
result from the overnight freight movement, which is 
coupled with store-door pickup and delivery. The latter 
service has heen available to customers throughout the war 
period. 


Southbound overnight service is being inaugurated on 
Train No. 329 from Portland to Roseburg, Grants Pass, 
Medford, Ashland and intermediate points; and on No. 334 
from Eugene to the Coos Bay area. Northbound shipments 
will be handled on No. 333 from Coos Bay, and on No. 330 
from southern Oregon points, to Portland. 

Distribution from Roseburg, Medford and Coos Bay for 
morning delivery to adjacent communities will be handled 
by Pacific Motor Trucking Company. 


Although freight traffic decreased about 8 per cent and 
passenger trate about 5 per cent, operating expenses of 
railroads were more than 5 per cent greater in 1945 than 
in 1944 because of increased costs of labor and materials 
and supplies.

IDEAS! 


A Salute to Ingenious 
Workers at LA Mission 
Road Coach Yards 


MAkine work easier, faster and safer is a habit with employes at 
Mission Road Couch Yards at Lus Angeles who have brought out 
hundreds of ideas for toels and machines to help handle the many jobs 
connected with the light repairs and servicing of passenger car equip- 
ment at the busy terminal. Many of their ideas have received system-wide 
recognition and now are in common use at vatious points along Pacific 
lines, as are suggestions made elsewhere. Some of them have been 
deseribed in previous issues of the Bulletin. 


Examples of their ingenuity are shown on these pages. Among their 
ideas are gadgets for changing wheels, for icing cars, washing cars. 
supplying them with water, cleaning out garbage, changing eliptic truck 
springs. changing journal boxes, cleaning air conditioning filters, clean- 
ing cat interjors—they even devised a skid that prevents cars from going 
beyond their spot when being switched. They don’t stop once a device 
has been made, but continually try to improve their inventions. 


Besides speeding up the job and making it easier, all these ideas have 
had a definite accent on safety and contributed largely to the enviable 
record hung up by the Coach Yards gang last year when they worked 
about 2,500,000 man-hours without a single injury reportable te the ICC. 
Twenty-nine supervisors and 900 employes, led by General Foreman 
C, H. D, Hansen, established this record while handling the biggest loud 
in the history of the yards.

Ogden Railroader Finds 
Rare Beauty in Roadbed 


frkowt his job to his fascinating 
hobby was just a short step for 
ank Call. Frank is now a labor in- 
spector at Ogden but prior to that he 
was section foreman along the track that 
spans Great Salt Lake, and it was on 
that job he found the objects of his 
hobby secreted in the fill and trestle 
over which the track is laid. 


In following his avocation, Frank is 
known as a “lapidary” (that’s a stone- 
cutter, son) but his interest is not 
imited to the unusual rock formations 
that have kept his collection growing 
steadily since 1939. He has found rare 
beauty, too, in the salt crystals that 
formed on the trestle piling and in the 
grains of sand in the fill. 


“T started out by gathering the salt 
crystals with no idea what I was going 
to do with them,” Frank says. “Finally 
I sent a cluster to the museum in Salt 
Lake City and soon J was.sending them 
to many parts of the country, to schools, 
universities-and other museums. 


“Meanwhile T noticed that the sand 
on the great flats was round, instead of 
sharp like ordinary sand, I looked at 
some through a microscope and what 1 
saw was amazing—each grain of sand 
had hecome a beautiful pearl! From 
the Department of Geology in Washing. 
ton, D, C. 1 learned these sands are 
called ‘oolites’ and each grain contains 
a fossilized single-celled plant. 

“Peppered through the rock that 
forms the fills 1 found peirified cone 
coral,” he continued; “and‘ii the mud 
off the flats J found ‘selenite,’ which 


erystalizes in pentagon-shaped designs, 


Much of this is fluorescent, throwing off 
yellow, pink and red shades. Oolites. 
and halites (salt crystals) are fluores- 
cent under cold quartz light, too. 

“One would hardly expect to find rock 
in ballast that would be worth a polish, 
but parts of SP’s roadbed are Hterally 
hallasted with gem stones.”

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Social Security Numbers Important 
In Handling of Pay Roll Accounts 
By J. A. QUINN

AY CHECKS represent more to the average railroader 

than the amount of money we'll have to spend during the 
next pay period for they are accompanied with a receipt 
for many of the necessary expenses that often bother us, 
such as income taxes, retirement fund assessments and, as 
prescribed by us, insurance and other items that Southern 
Pacific has agreed to pay for with funds withheld from 
our checks. 

So. when payday comes around, it is no wonder that we 
scrutinize the itemized statement ef deductions as closely— 
sometimes even more elosely—than we do the check itself. 
If the deductions are correct and their total, plus the 
amguitt shown on the check, correspond with what we knew 
we had coming, we cash the check aud go on about our 
work, wishing that the next payday would hurry and come. 
If the figures don’t jibe—as they sometimes don’t—it means 
a quick wip to the timekeeper to register a complaint and 
get the matter straightened out. 


‘The majority of payrolls are made up in division and. dis- 
trict timekeeping offices Iocated at central points along the 
system and it is from these offices that most of us receive 
the “take home” part of cur salaries. After tbe payroll has 
been completed, a copy of it is forwarded to Pay Roll Ac- 
counts Office in Sau Francisco where earnings and tax de- 
ductions are audited and credited to your account. 


[ere in this office we have a number for everyone who 
works for Southern Pacific. That number is your Social 
Security Account number. It is the key to your payroll 
account. If it is correct you will receive proper credits for 
tax deductions, but if it isn’t correct someone else's account 
might be credited for your tax deductions, or two accounts 
inay be established for you. 


To give a brief idea of how the money that is withheld 
from your check for tax purposes is accounted for, here is 
a general outline of how your record is handled in Pay Roll 
Accounts Office: 

First off, your account is established on a card in a 


SORTING DETAIL CARDS is an automatic procedure on this 
machine. Eilean Seavey feeds cards into the sorter while 
Thomas E. Hicks, asst. chlaf clerk, removes cards for filing. 
Each payday cards are sorted according to SSA numerical 
sequence; for each quartarly report, cards are sorted again 
and those bearing the same member are put together.

master “name” file with information taken from Form: 
CER, “Emplove Registration,” which you filled out wher 
you started work or when the Social Security Act went into 
effect. This is a reference file and is used to determine the 
proper name for your account. 


Then, twice cach month a card is key-punched showing 


your Social Security number and the details of your earn- 
ings and tax deductions as listed on the semi-monthily pay- 
rolls. This card is prepared on a special machine installed 
Tor this specific purpose. After the cards for eacks payroll 
have been punched they are checked for errors, then, by 
payroll, they are sent to the sorting machine for arranging 
according to Social Security numerical sequence. 


From the cards accumulated during the three months’ 
calendar quarter for your account a report is compiled for 
Railroad Retirement Board. Ordinarily there are six cards, 
but if you worked on two or more jobs that involved differ- 
ent payrolls during the quarter there may be extra cards. 


To compile the report to the Board all cards for the 
quarter hearing the same Social Security number are as- 
sembled together and from them a single card is made sum- 
marizing tetal earnings and tax deductions. 


KEY-PUNCHING datails of earnings on a small card speeds 
up tabulating and accounting of payrells. Here Theeda Kling, 
Jead operator, completes semi-monthly card which, with other 
cards for that employe accumulated during the period, will 
be used in making quarterly and annual reports for retire- 
ment and unemployment benefits and taxes.

These ‘summary cards are also the 
basis for quarterly payments of Com- 
pany tax under the Carriers’ Taxing Act 
(Railroad Retirement Act) and the Rail- 
road Unemployment Insurance Act. 


At the end of the year all quarterly 
summary cards bearing the same SSA 
number are assembled and from them 
an annual summary card is made show- 
ing total yearly earnings and withhold- 
ing tax, This information is used to 
prepare Form W-2, “Withhalding Re 
ceipt,” which is furnished to the col- 
lector of internal revenue and cach 
employe. 


This process has to be carried out for 
each of the 72,000 employes working for 
Southern Pacific, plus those that are 
continually coming to and going from 
work with the Company. Last year more 
than 220,000 accounts were maintained 
in Pay Roll Accounts Office. 


If you will notice, the controlling 
identification in compiling the reports is 
your Social Security Account number as 
it was key-punclied from the payroll to 
the detail earnings card. In timekeep- 
ing offices, most payrolls are prepared 
showing name and Social Security num- 
oxraph process and the 
graph plates are used to 
show this information on each paycheck. 
If the number is right on your check, it 
must be correct on the payroll and in 
turn it will be properly shown on the 
detail earnings cards. 


So, it is to your interest to make sure 
we haye your number. Check the SSA 
number shown on the neat check you 
receive, and if it is not correct call it to 
the attention of your supervisor. 


Here are a few points to keep in mind 
that will help you keep your earnings 
and tax account in goad order: Tf you 
happen to lose your card or it wears out, 
apply to your supervisor for a duplicate 
card to be issued—do not apply for a 
new number because then another ac- 
count will be established for you. In 
case your name is changed due to mar- 
riage or any other reason, or if the birth 
date shown on the original Form CER-1 
is not correct, another form should be 
filed, but it should be clearly stated that 
it is a corrected form and not a new one. 


Be sure your Social Security Account 
number is correctly shown at all times. 


Expensive Keepsake: When Peter 
Mehan, boilermaker at Bakersfield 
roundhouse, started work there in 1912, 
he just got under the wire on a payday, 
with the result that his first paycheck 
earnings were 30 cents. Mehan still has 
the check, having decided its worth as 
a souvenir far exceeded its cash value. 
However, some mathematician has fig- 
ured that if he had ‘taken the 30 cents 
and doubled it annually during the ‘past 
33 years he would have amassed a: for- 
tune of $2,519,308,697.60!

Their Model Engines 
Are The Real Thing 


Of ALL the countless railroad model- 

builders’ clubs throughout the coun- 
try none is more exclusive than a Httlle 
group in Oakland known as the “Gulden 
Gate Live Steam Club.” This is a pretty 
hold statement, we'll admit, bat before 
some of you other model-building fans 
rise up in arms let us explain, 


Unlike the average rail hobbyists, this 
group, as its name implies, builds repli- 
cus of standard locomotives that are 
powered hy steam venerated in the en- 
gines, usually 100 pounds of pressure 
per square inch, Membership in the 
club is limited to builders of such en- 
gines and there aren’t many in the 
country, according 10 Vic Shattock, SP 
water service foreman ai West Oakland, 
who is the leading spirit of the club and 
largely responsible for the growth of this 
hobby in the West, 


Started in 1936 by a few ardent 
hobbyists, the club now has a member- 
ship of 45, including railroaders, trades. 
men, doctors and other professional and 
business men. Besides Shattock there 
are four other SP men: S. O. Sanden, 
Frank Walker and Charlie Rasmussen, 
locomotive engineers; and Al Hopkins, 
fireman. 


Meetings are held each manth in the * 
basement at Shattock’s home in Oakland 
which contains a complete 24-inch gage 
steam railroad. Along one 45-foot side 
is a three-track section containing a 
combination slip switch and spurs lead- 
ing off into each corner of the basement. 
Back of the furnace is the roundhouse 
fitted with an electrically operated

imodel of a 110-foot turntable where en- 
gines are “turned” to he moved from the 
roundhouse to fueling and firing-up 
tracks. The main line passes over trestles 
and steel bridges. through a tunnel and 
under signal bridges, past a water tank 
and column. Switches are hand operated 
by switch stands and ground switch 
levers. 


The locomotives and equipment have 
not been built with the idea of just 
hauling a few box ears around the ha: 
ment. The “live steamers” can run their 


engines while actually riding beluind 
them on flat cars. Shattock has demon- 
strated, on numerous occasions, this 
method of operation and also the un- 
usual power of these little machines by 
hauling four adults in addition te him- 
self on flat cars coupled to one of his 
Mikado type engines. For these demon- 
stralions tracks are placed on benches, 
permitting the engineer and passengers 
to sit sideways on the flat cars. The 
throttle lever sticks up through the roof 
of the cab for convenience in handling 


and the Joknson bar can be reached 
Unreugh the window of the cab. 


Since there is very little reliable litera- 
ture on the steam engine building hobby, 
the engines ate the result of research 
and work by the club members at their 
monthly meetings. They have learned to 
machine and build every part that goes 
into these little locomotives including 
wheels, axles, copper boilers, feed water 
Pumps, injectors, mechanical Jubrica- 
tors, pressure gages, throttles and safety 
valves, 


One of the major projects of the club 
in the near future is to secure a piece 
of property where they can construct a 
permanent track for riding and ape 
ing their little trains. 


The club has gained public notice 
through the press and radio, and as re- 
cent as February 12, Shattock was in- 
terviewed on a half-hour program on 
KPO in San Francisco, in which ke 
described some of the intricacies of 
building the diminutive “live steam” 
locomotives.

Wwe spring just around the corner, 
why not spring a new dish on the 
family—something with real zip and 
zing? Here are some good ones. 


Cheese-Frosted Biscuits 

1. Meft 1 small package (3 oz.) pi- 
iuiento cream cheese with 4 tablespoons 
lutter or margarine over hot water (in 
a double boiler if you have one). 

2. Make biscuits, using biscuit mix or 
your own favorite recipe. Roll thin. Cut 
out. Put on baking pans. 

3. Stir the cheese mixture, put a 
spoonful of it on top of each biscuit. 
Bake in hot oven (450°) about 12 min- 
utes. Serve hot. No butter is needed. 


Old-Fashioned Egg Bow! 
Hard-cook 4 eggs (about 20 minutes). 
Chop 3 or 4 green onions, tops and all, 
and set them aside. Heat a bow] by rins- 
ing it with boiling water. Shell the hot 
eggs and slice them into that hot bowl. 
Add a generous chunk of butter, the 
chopped onions, and salt and pepper,

and serve immediately—right from the 
bowl, For a good supper, feature these 
eggs; a green salad with bits of chopped 
luncheon meat; fried potatoes; bread 
and butter; and milk. 


Mustard Sauce for Vegetables 

Jn a small saucepan heat 2 tablespoon 
butter or margarine, 1 tablespoon pre- 
pared mustard, and %4 cup evaporated 
milk; stir in 1 tablespaon Jemon juice, 
and salt and pepper. When it’s hot, 
spoon out ever hot broccoli, Brussels 
sprouts, spinach or mustard greens. 


Good! 
Shrimp Wiggle 


For this supper dish you'll need a 
small can of shrimps, a small can of 
peas, a can of condensed cream of 
mushroom soup, and salt and pepper. 
Drain shrimp, remove black veins. Mix 
the can of peas (undrained) with the 
soup, add the shrimp, and heat slowly. 
If the mixture seems a bit too thick, 
add a little milk. Season with salt and 
pepper, alzo a dash of tabasco sauce, 
if you have it, Serve hot on battered 
toast. 


WHAT TO DO WITH 
OLD LINOLEUM 


HEN it gets so old- and worn that no 
amount of cleaning and varnishing will 
make it look fresh, give the whole business 
a coat of floor paint as this girl is doing. This 
is a good treatment for printed linoleum, the 
design of which may wear off hefore the 
linoleum is worn out. 


Party Trick 


Having a buffet supper? Perhaps 
you'd like to get 2 or 3 new flower pots 
and in them stick stalks of celery and 
green onions to look like little potted 
plants. They'll be part of the decora- 
tion as well as part of the meal. 

Incidentally, a smart way to arrange 
cut flowers of tulips or daffodils is to 
stick the stems (with plenty of leaves 
attached) into damp sand or peat moss 
in a flower pot, to make it appear as if 
a plant were really growing there. Three 
or four flowers to a 3-inch pot is about 
right. (If the room is warm, put the 
stems in a jar of water in the pot.) 


Spring Supper Casserole 


Cook a 6-ounce package of noodles 
until tender, following directions on 
package. Drain, Mix with the following: 

Three hard-cooked eggs, cut into 
quarters, 1 7-ounce can tuna, 1 can con- 
densed cream of mushroom soup, % cup 
milk, 

Turn into a greased casserole, sprinkle 
with buttered crumbs and bake for 30 
minutes in a hot oven (400°), 

With cabbage salad that’s been zipped 
up with plenty of green onions and 
radish slices; bread and butter; hot tea 
and gingerbread, you’ve got a good meal, 
You can bake the casserole at whatever 
temperature is called for in your recipe 
for gingerbread, usually 350° or 375°. 


In Making Any Casserole Dish 


When you want extra flavor, rub the 
casserole or baking dish with a cut clove 
of garlic before greasing it... . Always 
grease the casserole, including lid—-some 
mixtures -stick, you know! . . . When 
you :want ‘your casserole to have a: dif- 
ferent look to it, garnish top with rings 
of onion, as shown in the drawing.
